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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art teaches 
the use of cameras that have a photographing section, and a display section for displaying images 
obtained by the camera. Furthermore, the prior art teaches the use of cameras with a storage 
section for storing the image data captured by the image sensor of the camera. The prior art 
further teaches the use of cameras that can synthesis image data obtained by the camera with 
other data such as a second image or with meta data captured by the camera. The prior art further 
teaches the use of cameras that display this synthesized image data. However, the prior art does 
not teach or fairly suggest the use of a camera that has a synthesis section that synthesizes the 
image data with a position specifying image representing a predetermined position to obtain a 
first synthesized image and further comprises a composition storage section for storing 
composition data related to a composition indicating image in which the position specifying 
image takes a position desired by a user in the first synthesized image and successively 
synthesizing on a display the image obtained by the camera with the composition indicating 
image based on the composition data stored in the composition data storage section to make a 
second synthesized image. For this reason the claims are allowed over the prior art.
